Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  Ox  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  ox  Printon  and 
Palton  for  the  year  1970“  Ib-  Reiport  includes  that  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  same  period.  The 
state  of  Public  Health  in  the  District  remains  satisfactory 
as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  for  1970  shows  a decrease  from  the 
previoxis  year  and  is  well  belo^x  the  National  figiu*e,  but  this 
is  to  be  re^’arded  as  a normal  fluctuation  owing  to  the 
comparatively  small  figirres  involved,  that  is,  the  total 
number  of  live  births  of  95?  and  is  linlced  with  a small 
decline  in  the  rate  for  tl'.e  country  as  a whole.  The  number 
of  illegitimate  births  has  also  decreased. 

Tho  death  rate  at  10.7  is  also  less  by  nearly  one  point 
since  tho  previous  year  and  is  bolov/  the  National  figure. 
Consideration  of  the  tables  showing  causes  of  death  indicates 
that  total  deaths  from  Cancer  have  increased  by  10,  including 
16  cases  of  Lung  Cancer  There  v/ere  66  deaths  from  Heart 
Disease  and  46  from  Cerebrovascular  Disease.  There  was  one 
case  of  Tuberculosis  notified,  but  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Measles  was  the  main  infectious  disease  notified,  v/ith 
45  cases - 

The  nunber  of  children  attending  the  County  Council 
Clinics  for  immunisation  amounted  to  1,021  which  included  35^ 
injections  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Pertussis,  4OI 
ag'ainst  Poliomyelitis  and  I4I  against  Measles.  83  vaccinations 
against  Smallpox  were  also  carried  out. 

The  water  supply  rc’-xains  satisfactory  as  hitherto,  but 
there  has  been  some  complaints  about  discolouration  of  the 
water  at  'Talton'-on -the- Naze  which  was  corrected  by  the  Nater 
works  Company  flushing  the  mains  affected  and  v/as  due  to  iron-' 
containing  sediment.

It  is  •oloasing  to  note  the  completion  of  a comprehensive 
sewerage  scheme  for  the  whole  district ^ which  has  enabled  all 
untreated  sewage  to  he  dealt  with  at  the  nev/  ITazc  Disposal 
Works,  and  the  acquisition  hy  the  Council  of  sufficient  land 
for  refuse  disposal  enables  future  requirements  to  ho  secure 
for  several  ^ears  ahead □ 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  Cfficors  of  the 
Council  for  their  co- -operation  and  support  during  the  vear,  and 
to  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  my  thanlcs  for 
their  excellent  work.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Practically  the  v/hole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
Urban  District  was  obtained  from  the  Dedham  Pumping  Station 
of  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company,  with  some 
assistance  from  the  Company's  subsidiary  sources  at  Lawford, 
Stratford  St.  Mary  and  Higham. 
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The  quantity  of  v/ater  supplied  to  the  Frinton  and 
"'alton  district  in  the  12  months  ended  31st  December,  1310.) 
amounted  to  240.713  million  gallons,  an  average  dailj'" 
consumption  of  0.660  million  gallons,  \/ith  a peak  of  0,934 
million  gallons  per  day. 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  v/as  202*746  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consmption  of  0,55^)  million  gallons,  Th.:  total  a,mount  taken 
through  trade  meters  was  37»967  million  gallons,  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  O.lOp  million  gallons.

REI;IARKS 

These  samples  are  practically  clear  and  Bright  in 
appearance?  have  a reaction  on  the  alkaline  side  of 
neutrality  and  are  free  from  metals  apart  from  a minute  trace 
of  iron.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  hut  its  hardness 
and  its  content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution 
are  not  excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of 
organic  quality  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a v;ater  which  is  pure 
and  whole some  in  character  and  suitable  for  public  supply 
purposes. 

All  samples  were  analysed  by  the  Counties  Public 
Health  Laboratories. 


The  Kirby-le-Soken  water  supply  continues  to  provide 
water  satisfactory  in  both  quality  and  quantity. 


A few  houses  in  the  rural  area  of  Great  Holland  rely 
on  private  well  water  supplies  for  all  domestic  purposes. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  enquiries  were  proceeding  into 
the  possibility  of  the  Water  Undertaking  providing  a mains 
supply  to  the  area,  to  enable  three  houses  to  be  serviced  '.dth 
wholesome  water  in  replacement  of  unsatisfactory  v/ell  water 
supplies .

No  further  sewage  pollution  of  Kirhy  Strecaii  lias 
occurred  since  the  early  part  of  1970?  when  the  overloaded 
sewage  worhs  at  ICirhy- -le-Sohen  ••  the  cause  of  pollution  over 
a number  of  years  •-  were  replaced  by  a pumping  station 
forming  part  of  the  now  completed  comprehensive  sov/crage  and 
sev/age  disposal  arrangements  for  the  District.  Although 
cleansed  from  time  to  time , the  Stream  remains  heavily 
polluted.  Pinal  clearance  will  be  arranged  in  1971  when 
operations  are  to  be  undertalcen  to  re-align  the  major  part  of 
the  stream  in  order  to  provide  a direct  flow  to  the  baclwaters 
as  well  as  to  improve  conditions  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Site 
through  which  the  watercourse  flows  at  the  present  time, 

HOUSEBOATS

SB?/ERAGS  AIID  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


New  sewage  pumping  stations  at  Frinton-on-Sea  and 
Kirby-le-Soken  were  completed  and  brought  into  operation  in 
May/june,  including  a station  at  Quay  Lane  which  allowed  new 
sewers  to  be  used  in  that  part  of  Kirby-le-Soken.  All  foul 
sev/age  throughout  the  District  is  now  treated  at  the  Naze 
Sewage  Disposal  Y/orks. 

In  consequence  of  connections  made  to  new  sewers,  the 
use  of  some  48  domestic  drainage  cesspits  was  discontinued  at 
Great  Holland  and  Frinton-on-Sea . 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  sewer  in  Elm  Tree  Avenue,  Frinton-on-Sea,  to  which  eleven 
house  properties  can  be  connected  on  completion.

SPSIIDLLLS  HOUSE,  a purpose-built  sheltered  housing 
unit  provided  by  the  Council  in  Walt  on-on- the-ITazc  for 
accommodating  Elderly  Persons,  continues  to  function  very 
satisfactorily.  The  establishment  contains  26  bed-sitting 
loom  Plats  and  4 one-bedroom  Plats,  and  is  supervised  by  a 
resident  Warden  under  the  direction  of  the  Housing  Officer, 

An  emergency  bell-call  system  is  installed.  A comfortable 
lounge,  television  room,  kitchen  and  laundry,  all  fiornished 
and  equipped,  are  provided  for  the  communal  use  of  all  Plat 
residents.  Relatives  of  residents  can  be  accommodated  for 
short  periods  in  a guest  room. 

There  is  no  shortage  of  applicants  for  this  type  of 
housing,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Coimcil  v/ere 
considering  the  provision  of  a similar  housing  unit  in  Seville 
Street,  Wal ton-on- the-Haze , an  area  in  the  town  centre  which 
the  Council  hope  shortly  to  redevelop. 


It  was  possible  during  the  year  to  secure  the  release 
from  lander-occupation  of  two  three-bedroom  houses,  which  were 
subsequently  allocated  to  family  applicants  on  the  Tenancy 
Waiting  List.  Some  45  throe-bedroom  houses  were  under- 
occupied at  the  close  of  the  year. 


The  management  by  the  Council , on  behalf  of  the 
Greater  London  Council,  of  40  bungalows  for  elderly  persons 
in  Clays  Road  and  Thorns  Close,  Wal t on-on- the-ilaze,  was 
continued  during  1970.  All  properties  are  occupied  by  GLC 
tenants.  Purthor  Greater  London  Council  housing  development, 
nearing  completion,  is  in  progress  on  the  Homelands  Estate, 
Printon-on-Sea  with  provision  for  34  tv/o-bedroom  bungalows 
also  for  elderly  persons.  Local  management  will  be  extended 
to  include  the  properties.

Negotiations  wero  satisfactorily  completed  for  the 
leasing  to  the  Council  of  approximately  acres  of  land,  as 
an  extension  to  the  adjacent  Refuse  Disposal  Site  at  Kirhy- 
le-Solcen,  enabling  the  futinre  for  refuse  disposal  hy  semi- 
controlled  tipping  to  he  made  secure  for  a number  of  years. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  part  of  the  Kirby 
Stream,  which  separates  the  newly  acquired  land  from  the 
existing  Refuse  Disposal  Site,  to  be  abandoned  by  diverting 
and  straightening  out  the  line  of  the  water  course . "/hen 
completed,  the  improvement  will  enable  the  two  parcels  of 
land  to  be  merged  to  form  a single  land  unit  for  refuse 
disposal  purposes.
